feel as certain of my nomination as 
nny man may feel of a fact that has> 
not been established. The number 
of wiy friends and their -enthusiasm 
mufes me confident of election. 
\Vhen I am nominated, if the cer- 
tainty is well based, I will not opol 
ogize for being alive and for run 
ning against Tom Taggart. I will

paign. 
I 
will 
attack 
this 


administration on its unredeemed 
promises of twenty months' stand- 
ing. 
This democratic platform is a 


hollow mockery. This promise to 
reduce the cost of illuminating gas 
is coming rather Into. Taggart has 
had twenty months in which to do 
this, bnt has not brought up the 
subject except for campaign pur- 
poses. I am in favor of immediately 
reducing the price of gas. I do not 
want to confiscate anybody's prop- 
erty, and I do not want the people 
to get the worst of it. If seventy 
live cents is the reasonable rate, let 
ns have it. 1 have no interest in 
this flght between the street rail- 
road corporations. I realize that 
whoever lias the office of mayor for 
tho next two years will undoubtedly 
be called on to settle this question. 
I do no| favor flve cent fares and a 
payment of a percentage of the 
gross receipts to the city. If we are 
going to cnt down the profit ia the 
street car business let us give the 
man who pays the money the ad- 
vantage.

wrong. I do not believe that one 
man should be heavily assessed be- 
cause the city is making a place for 
the people. Let ns do this by an 
issue of long-time bonds and pay 
for the improvements out of the 
city treasury.'
